THE NEWARK FIRE HORROR 


That was a horrible^fire at Newark, New Jersey, on Saturday, when 


twenty-five young girls iost their lives in a tire panic. It seems Hint they 
were cut off by the fire, and finding themselves trapped, jumped rather 
hastily from a window. They were thrown into a frenzied panic, mid many 
of them did not wait for the fire or even for the smoke to overtake them 
until they jumped from the windows. 


That is undoubtedly the natural impulse of young girls, and sometimes 


of men when they find themselves hemmed in by fire in an upper story. 


When it. appears that to jump means certain death, they should have 


sense enough to wait until the last minute or until they see no other resource 
left to avoid death in the flames. Had these young girls been a little more 
patient, in all probability they might have been saved, because the fire 
station was only a few doors from the building. It seems that the firemen 
could have got their ladders to the point where the girls were waiting to be 
rescued before the flames got up to the windows, biit the girls in their 
frenzy did not consider this, and look (lie risk of jumping which in nearly 
all of the cases resulted fatally. 


This should convey n wholesome warning to others who may bo caught 


under similar circumstances. They should never jump until the flames nre 
seething around them, nnd not even then if there is any other possible 
remedy. 


It is n good plan, ns Chief llosmcr has stated, when they find them- 


selves enveloped in smoke to put. Iheir bends out of the window to avoid 
suffocation. It often happens that (ho. smoke is 
sufficiently 
dense 
to 


suffocate long before (he flames arrive.

A gfnernl survey of ttio rily in order to determine, tlieso points In the light 
of the Newark disaster, might result in provouliug dlsastcro of the same 
kind in our own city.

of men when Ihcy find themselves hemmed in by tire in an upper story. 


When it appears that: ID jump means certain death, they should have 


sense enough to wait until the last minute, or until they soe no other resource 
left to avoid tlcalh in the flames. Had these young- girls been a little mori 
patient, in all probability they might have been saved, because the fire 
station was only a few doors from, the building. H seems that the firemci 
could have sot their ladders lo the point where the girls were waiting to be 
rescued before the flames got up to Iho windows, but tho girls in the'ii 
frenzy did not consider this, and took the risk of jumping which in nearlj 
all of the cases resulted fatally.

THE NEWARK FIRE 
HORROR 


That -was a horrible fire at Newark, New Jersey, on Saturday, when 


- twenty-five young girls lost their lives in a fire panic. It seems that they 


were cut off by the fire, and finding themselves trapped, jumped rather 
hastily from a window. 
They were thrown into a frenzied panio, nnd many 


of them did not wait for the fire or even for the smoke to overtake them 
until they jumped from tho windows, 


That is undoubtedly the natural impulse of young girls, and sometimes 


of men when they find themselves hemmed in by fire in an upper story. 


When it appears that to jump means certain death, they should have 


sense enough to wait until the last minute or until they see no other resource 
left to avoid death in the flames. Had these young girls been a little more 
patient, in all probability they might have been saved, because tho fire 
station was only a few doors from the building. It seems that the firemen 
could have got their ladders to the point where the girls were waiting to bo 
rescued before the flames got up to the windows', but the girls in their 
frenzy did not consider this, aud took the risk of jumping which in nearly 
all of the cases resulted fatally. 


This should convey'a wholesome warning to others who mny ba caught 


under similar circumstnnppK. They should never jump until the flames nre 
seething around them, and not even (hen if there is nny other possible 


remedy. 


It is a good plan, as Chief Hosmer has stated, when they flnd them- 


selves enveloped in smoke lo put (heir hcnds out of the window to avoid 
suffocation. 
It often happens that the smoko in

suffocate long before the flumes arrive.
